THE  IRISH  CHURCH  (QUESTION. 

We  hare  remarked  a  hundred  timeit  how  strikingly  the  wealth, 
relifkaw  profeesion,  and  warlike  position  of  the  Chtirch  in  Ireland, 
are  ^contrasted  with  the  poverty  of  the  countr|^  the  creed  of  the 
popul»^”*  pacific  genius  of  the  gospel ;  but  a  more  re¬ 

ntable  contrast  still,  is  that  of  the  enormity  of  this  establishment 
seen  in  juxta-position  with  the  ^orm  proposed  by  (rpvernmcnt,  if 
iodeed  it  is  possible  to  see  such  Ii  dwarf  beside  such  a  giant. 

The  virtue  of  the  appropriation  clause  consisted  in  the  bare* 
doctrine  of  which  it  is  declaratory.  It  is  the  spirit  of  justice 
(liseinbodieil  of  its  substance.  It  is  a  principle  of  relief,  and  no¬ 
thing  but  a  principle.  Its  value  is  as  a  si^of  justice,  and  as  that  its 
value  is  great  indeed.  The  idea  of* a  full  measure  of  redress  of  an 
Irish  grievance  not  only  never  occurs  to  Ministers  or  the  Commons, 
but  it  would  seem  scarcely  ever  to  suggest  itself  to  the  very  nation 
which  suffers. 

Ilie  Lords  are  tlie  cause  of  this.  The  plans  of  Government — the 
votes  of  the  Commons— the  claims  of  the  people — all  necessarily  pro- 
ce^  upon  the  conviction  that  to  go  to  the  House  of  Lords  for  full 
justice,  is  such  an  expedition  as  the  proverb  describes  as  going  to  the 
goat’s  house  for  wool.  The  utmost  height  to  which  expectation 
soars  is  some  poor  deduction  from  the  mass  of  abuse  and  hardship. 
When  Ireland  is  in  question,  the  effort  of  Reformers  is  to  produce 

Klans  which  will  leave  as  much  nuisance  as  possible  unabated  ;  and 
e  is  considered  the  ablest  who  hits  upon  some  project  which,  like 
the  present  tithe-bill,  corrects  the  abuse  so  tenderly,  us  to  leave  no 
outward  or  visible  sign  that  a  chastening  hand  has  been  upon  it. 

We  had  a  fine  illustration  of  this  in  the  proposition  made  the 
other  night  by  Earl  Grey,  in  the  debate  upon  the  Corporations. 
The  Lords  having  rejected  the  original  Bill  sent  up  to  them  (which 
was  itself  a  mutilation  of  the  measure  first  introduced,)  having 
also  repudiated  the  amendment  proposed  by  the  Duko  of  Richmond, 
and  thirdly,  being  determined  to  treat  in  the  same  way  the  second 
Bill  which  the  Commons  had  the  fruitless  trouble  of  preparing. 
Lari  Grey,  undespairing  of  bis  order,  notwithstanding  such  re- 
pettad  proofs  of  their  resolution  to  pass  no  Bill  of  a  popular  cha« 
recter,  sets  his  ingenuity  to  work  for  a  fourth  proposition,  which  he 
imagiues  may  find  more  favour  than  its  predecessors,  and  offers  a 
iuggestion,  the  effect  of  which  would  be  to  deprive  each  corporate 
elector  in  Ireland  of  one  moiety  of  the  influence  which  he  is  en« 
titled  to  upon  the  principles  of  the  Bills  passed  for  England  and 
Scotland.  Here  was  m  decreasing  series  of  four  uieasures  of  reform, 
each  shaped  by  its  respective  author,  or  authors,  with  a  view  to 
Diake  the  liberties  it  granted  as  little  offensive  to  the  Lords  as  pos- 
*lhle, — an  actual  contest  to  produce  the  worst  possible  Bill  for 
Ireland,  the  grand  object  of  British  statesmanship  being  a  com¬ 
promise  between  the  interests  of  the  empire  and  the  Lords’  hosti- 
hiy  to  free  institutions. 

But,  as  we  have  already  said,  the  effect  of  this  known  cunstitu- 
tjonal  power,  antagonist  to  all  improvement,  is  us  conspicuous  in 
the  conduct  of  the  people  as  it  is  in  the  House  of  Comiuons.  The 
l^ple  of  Ireland  never  ask  for  justice !  It  is  a  height  to  which 
do  not  lift  up  their  hopes.  Their  thoughts  of  relief  grovel 
M  low  as  the  principles  of  the  Lords:  they  scarcely  dare  to  raise 
their  expectations  to  the  least  remedies  for  the  most  flagrant 
pievances.

There  seems  to  be  no  further  use  in  offering  the  Lords  such 
splendid  terms;  and  we  no  longer  advise  the  people  to  claim  the 
mere  assertion  of  principles.  Let  thafn  state  the  sum  total  of  their 
wrong,  and  insist  upon  a  remedy  large  enough  to  cover  it.  Nothing 
has  l^en  got  by  measuring  their  claims  by  the  Lord’s  intolerance 
and  injustice;  let  them  be  carried  out  in  future  to  the  extent  of 
the  public  wrongs. 

There  was  no  feature  of  novelty  in  the  debate  on  the  Irish  Church 
question.  It  would  be  well  for  Lord  Stanley’s  reputation  if  we 
could  say  that  the  only  novelty  was  his  oflence  agaliibt  truth  in 
charging  the  Ministry  with  the  adoption  of  the  up|)rofiriution 
principle  under  the  dictation  of  Mr  O’Connell,  for  if  the  untruth 
had  not  been  uttered  and  exposed  before,  it  might  be  deemed  the 
error  of  a  malice  too  impetuous  to  allow  of  recollection,  but  Lord 
Stanley  a  month  ago  threw  out  the  same  imputation,  and  was  tlien 
reminded  by  Mr  Spring  Rice  that  it  was  false,  and  invited  to  an 
easy  exercise  of  memory,  which  should  have  corrected  the  flights  of 
his  malice.  The  nol/e  Lord  did  not  make  any  attempt  to  deny  the 
facts  of  which  he  was  then  so  courteously  remiiuled,  but  a  month 
afterwards  he  is  at  the  dirty  work  again,  repeating  the  same  ex¬ 
posed  calumny ! 

Lord  John  Russell  has,  upon  this  gross  provocation,  restated 
circumstances  which  make  it  clear  either  that  Lord  Stanley  wants 
memory,  or  a  quality  indispensable  to  the  character  of  a  gentleman  ; 
for  unless  it  can  be  supposed  that  upon  quitting  office  the  Noble 
Lord  lost  all  recollection  of  what  had  passed  when  he  was  in  power, 
and  took  his  seat  in  opposition  as  a  neophyte,  with  a  mind  like  a 
blank  sheet  of  paper,  for  the  reception  of  Tory  calumnies, — unless 
this  strange  oblivion  can  be  imagined,  the  following  statement  of 
Lord  John  Russell,  a  statement  which  remains  undisputed,  proves 
that  Lord  Stanley  has  deliberately  repeated  a  charge  which  he 
knows  to  be  directly  opposed  to  the  tnith : — 

*‘The  noble  lord  who  now  char^i^es  me  with  beingdriveo  along  into ihis  opinion, 
and  who  countenances  and  abets  in  thb  house  the  cliarge  that  we  are  basely  eu- 
deavouring  to  retain  office  by  means  of  upholding  an  opinion  which  was  not  ours, 
but  which  was  pointed  out  to  us  by  otners^  that  naUe  lord  hoM  heard  from  me, 
a*  lus  colUagutf  sentimenU  a*  decided — tf  posriiWc,  more  decided — than  tho$e 
which  I  have  ever  nUered  in  tku  houee  ^Pon  the  tijnect,  I  committed  those 
opieiooe  and  eentiments  to  writing,  in  tlie  form  of  a  lettos  to  l.ord  (boy,  with 
which  I  intended  to  nccomimny  mj  rerngnation  of  office;  hstj  fnnnd  thet 
that  resignation  would  have  brought  on,  in  a  very  short  time,  as  he  aseured 
me,  the  resignation  of  Lord  Althorp,  who  was  then  the  leader  of  the 
ministerial  party  in  this  house.  '  I  was  told  by  a  colleague  whom  I 
esteemed,  and  with  whom  I  have  the  honour  still  to  ait  in  tlie  same  cabioet, 
that  the  breaking  up  of  the  cabinet  at  such  a  time,  just  after  the 
{tassing  of  the  reform  hill,  when  the  party  of  the  right  hon.  geatleman 
opposite  was  so  diminished,  and  when  the  country  considered  that  the  govern¬ 
ment  could  only  be  conducted  by  Karl  Grey— f  was  told  that  1  should  be 
taking  on  myself  a  very  awful  respemsibility,  and  tliat  it  might  bo  the  means 
of  preventing  the  settlement  of  quiet  and  good  government  in  this  country. 
I  yielded  to  these  opinions ;  but  1  did  not  yield  to  them  without  infurming  the 
noble  lord  that,  although  I  agreed  to  siip{)ort  the  bill  of  which  he  was  the  au¬ 
thority,  and  though  I  agreed  not  to  divide  against  any  clause  in  the  bill,  yet 
that  i  maintained  my  own  opinions  ;  and  that  I  considered  the  hill  as  only  the 
commencement  of  reforms  arid  changes  which  I  wished  to  introduce^  and  that, 
when  that  change  was  completed,  and  when  Parliament  ahould  have  given  ite 
assent  to  that  imt,  I  should  consider  myself  at  liberty  to  bring  forward  and 
support  the  principle  of  which  f  had  oeeny^  with  others^  the  adxHicate  in  the 
Cabinet ;  and  yet  that  mas  the  principle  which  the  noble  lord  rum  spoke  as 
if  it  were  an  opinion  taken  up  by  me  on  the  yesterday  or  to-day.** 

Thus  it  ap{)ears  that  the  appropriation  principle  was  held  in 
abeyance  for  a  short  time  rather  than  break  up  the  Cabinet ;  but  it 
was  not  surrendered  even  for  union  and  the  permanence  of  the 
Ministry,  so  fixed  was  the  conviction  in  the  minds  of  Lord  John 
Russell  and  his  colleagues  of  its  justice  and  expediency.  And,  be 
it  observed,  that  the  men  who  would  have  adopted  it  merely  to  ob-* 
tain  the  support  of  Mr  O'Connell,  would  have  renounced  it  alto¬ 
gether  at  another  period  for  the  concord  and  stability  of  the 
Cabioet,  instead  of  reserving  to  themselvet  the  Tight  to  assert  it  at 
a  fitting  season.  Ministers  were  obviously  no  more  influenced  upon 
this  subject  by  Mr  O’Connell  oq  the  one  hand,  than  by  Lord 
Stanley  on  the  other.  When  Mr  O’Connell  was  most  strongly 
and  most  justly  opposed  to  the  Oovernroeot,  Lord  John  Russell 
and  his  colleagues  would  not  yield  up  the  appropriation  principle 
for  harmony  with  Lord  Stanley  and  the  minority  agreeing  with 
him  in  the  Cabinet,  though  they  postponed  the  assertion  of  it ;  and 
when  the  occasion  arrived  for  acting  on  it,  tiiey  took  the  course 
which  they  bad  predetermined  to  pursue,  end  which  they  bed 
neither  been  moved  to  by  their  assailant,  Mr  O’Connell,  nor  de¬ 
terred  from  by  tbehr  colleague.  Lord  Stanley,  and  those  who  weut 
with  him.  Lord  Sumley  might,  with  asore  pleuiihtifey,  contend  that 
the  principle  wes  adopted  for  a  rupture  with  him  than  for  an 
i|lJiance  iHth  lir  O’Copoell,  for  the  Noble  Lord’s  hostility  wee 
more  ceitainiy  foreknown'^T^n  O’Coniiell’s  satisfoetioii  with 
the  limited  afipUeetion  of  the  principle.

We  believe  that  if  the  Ministry  w*»e  under  the  influence  alleged, 
they  would  be  less  faidiflil  to  this  principle  than  they  have  proved, 
to  their  great  honour. 

All  that  we  now  know  only  confirms  the  opinion  we  have  always 
entertained  that  the  Government  has  the  support  of  Mr  O  Connell 
on  the  same  independent  grounds  on  both  sides  on  which  it  has  the 
support  of  Mr  Orote,  Mr  Hume,  Mr  Warburton,  and  other 
Radicals.

DOW  and  Chen  to  utter  it,  that  any  the  more  respectable  among  them  should 
be  induced  to  give  utterance  to  a  charge  so  altogether  devoid  of  any  founda» 
tiom  in  fact  and  in  truth.  (Great  cheers.)” 

The  last  observation  is  not  of  the  severity  which  the  occasion  war¬ 
rants.  Lord  John  Russell  has  shown  that  the  charge  is  not  only 
devoid  of  foundation,  but  that  it  is  directly  opposed  to  the  facts, 
and  that  the  utterer  has  of  all  men  the  best  reason  to  know  tbat  it 
is  contrary  to  the  truth.  He  cannot  have  forgotten  the  difference 
with  his  colleagues  upon  the  question  of  the  surplus  revenues  of 
the  Irish  Church  ;  he  cannot  have  forgotten  the  difference  upon 
which  he  quitted  office.  To  discover  to  himself  the  falseness  of  the 
charge  he  repeats,  he  lias  only  to  ask  himself  the  simple  question, 
why  he  is  out  of  office,  and  whether  it  was  upon  Mr  O’Connell’s 
dicution  that  the  majority  of  the  Cabinet  entertained  the  principle 
which  he  knew  them  to  entertain,  long  before  the  final  resolution 
to  act  upon  it  compelled  his  resignation. 

When  the  quality  of  Lord  Stanley’s  conduct  in  harping  on  this 
false  accusation  is  considered,  we  ask,  with  what  propriety  Lord 
John  Russell  characterises,  as  less  respectable,  the  retainers  of  party 
who  repeat  the  same  imputations  without  the  same  thorough  know¬ 
ledge  of  their  falsehood?  The  hack  partisans  know  not  what  they 
Hay — it  is  the  peculiar  shame  of  Lord  Stanley  that  he  has  not  even 
that  bad  apology^it  is  not,  coming  front  him,  a  charge  haphazard 
of  truth  or  falsehood — he  knows  the  truth — he  does  not  dispute 
the  truth — he  sits  silent  under  the  statement  of  it — he  neither  denies 
iior  recants — and  he  repeats  the  false  accusation. 

The  Tories  have  delighted  in  the  same  tale,  but  they  could  not 
be  reD?inded  of  the  witness  against  the  words  of  their  mouths  in 
their  ow/i  breasts.  Lord  Stanley,  very  fortunately  for  truth,  has 
made  hiinseif  the  organ  for  the  calumny,  which  is  exposed  by  a  refer- 
ence  to  facts  wbich  he  cannot  deny,  and  which  are  attested  by  his 
very  position  out  of  office.  Sir  Robert  Peel,  or  any  other  Tory 
member,  might  have  stated  that  the  appropriation  principle  was 
adopted  under  the  dictation  of  O’Connell,  and  assertion  would 
only  have  been  met  by  counter-assertion —to  none  but  Lord  Stanley 
and  Sir  James  Graham  (who  has  not  disgraced  himself  by  the 
charge)  could  appeal  to  their  own  knowledge  have  been  made 
against  the  false  accusation. 

After  the  rising  majorities  on  the  Irish  Municipal  Reform  Bill, 
the  small  majority  on  the  appropriation  question  has  been  viewed 
ill  a  false  comparison,  and  rated  below  its  value.  At  the  meeting 
of  the  Peel  Parliament,  Reformers  would  have  been  well  pleased 
wkh  the  assurance  of  a  majority  not  below  twenty-six  on  the 
appropriation  clause,  and  in  the  House  returned  under  the  Tory 
Ministry,  we  do  not  see  that  a  majority  can  be  mustered  above 
thirty.five  or  thirty-six  on  that  question.

NUMBER  OF  EPISCOPALIANS  IN  IRELAND. 

( From  our  Dublin  Correspondent ) 

A  congre^tion  is  a  convenient  thing  to  a  Church  Establishraeot 
particularly  in  such  times  as  those  we  live  in,  when  men  look  for 
public  service  in  return  for  public  money.  The  Tories  thenseires 
have  begun  to  feel  the  difficulty  under  which  their  favourite  ecclesi. 
astical  job,  the  Church  in  Ireland,  labours,  for  want  of  a  decent 
show  of  Protestants  to  offer  something  in  the  way  of  apology  for 
its  size  and  splendour.  They  manifest  this  uneasiness  pretty  plainly 
by  their  peevish  attacks  upon  the  Report  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Public  Instruction,  who  are  so  far  from  being  justly  chargeable  with 
having  under-rated  the  memliers  of  the  state-religion,  that  they  hare 
demonstrably  over-rated  them  to  the  extent  of  nearly  l00,0(X)soiiig. 
In  the  852,064  Episcopalians  stated  by  the  Commissioners  to  exist 
in  Ireland,  are  included  beyond  a  question  nearly  100,000  Wesleyan 
Methodists,  who  support  an  altar  of  their  own,  and  look  upon  the 
Bishops  and  Clergy  of  the  Established  Church  as  so  many  wild 
boars  in  tjie  Christian  vineyard.  These  sectarians,  out  of  some 
whimsical  notion  which  they  inherit  from  their  fouixler,  refuse  to 
own  themselves  to  be  Dissenters,  and  they  returned ‘their  names  to 
the  Commissioners  as  members  of  the  Establishment,  although,  as 
we  have  just  aaid,  they  have  in  fact  an  establishment  of  their  own. 
Thus  the  Church  was  fortunate  enough  to  get  credit  for  a  large  sect 
which  her  opulent,  lazy,  and  disreputable  Clergy  may  be  said  to 
have  literally  chased  to  the  conventicle.  The  aduge  says,  that  one 
cannot  eat  his  cake  and  have  his  cake ;  but  the  Church  Establish¬ 
ment  in  Ireland  has  got  over  this  proverbial  difficulty,  for,  after 
having  driven  100,000  Protestants  from  the  fold,  she  now  has  them 
credited  to  her  in  the  census  of  the  Commissioners. 

That  the  followers  of  Wesley,  to  the  extent  that  has  been  stated, 
are  included  in  the  number  a.ssigned  by  the  report  to  the  Episcopa¬ 
lian  population,  was  clearly  shown  in  the  Audress  of  the  Reform 
Association  upon  the  subject  of  the  Irish  Church. 

852,064  Episcopalians  support  1,534  places  of  worship  ,*  that  is, 
there  is  one  Church  for  each  556  souls. 

6,427,712  Catholics  support  8,105  places  of  worship;  that  », 
one  Church  or  Chapel  to  each  3,053  souls. 

642,356  Presbyterians  support  452  places  of  worship ;  that  U, 
one  Church  to  each  1,421  souls. 

The  average  of  the  three  sects  will  give  2,002  souls  to  each  place 
of  worship;  while  403  places  of  worship  are  assigned  to  the  21,808 
Protestant  Dissenters  not  included  in  tne  census  of  the  Presby^ 
rians;  thus  allotting  one  Church  to  each  ten  families,  or  51  souls. 

Now  if  we  take,  not  2002,  or  1421,  or  even  556,  individuals,  hot 
300  men,  women,  and  children,  as  the  average  congrcjptioo  by 
which  each  Chapel  is  supported,  we  shall  have  a  body  of  120,900 
Dissenters  (including  the  Wesleyans)  in  lieu  of  the  21,808  enume¬ 
rated  by  the  Report ;  and  this  will  leave  752,972  Episcopalians,  as 
the  total  number  of  Protestants  included,  bond  Jide,  within  the  pm* 
of  the  Established  Church.  .  .

We  have  never  joined  Sir  Harcourt  Lees  or  the  Duke  of  New¬ 
castle  in  their  clamours  against  the  Jesuits ;  but  we  cannot  help 
thiokin®  that  this  wily  order  has  more  to  answer  for  than  its  loudest 
assailants  have  as  yet  charged  it  with.  It  is  impossible  to  reflect 
upon  the  notorious  serpentine  cunning  of  the  school  of  Loyola,  and 
remark  with  what  admirable  efficiency  the  Irish  Church  Lstablish- 
lucttt,  while  professing  the  most  enthusiastic  regard  .for  Protestant¬ 
ism,  has  advanced  the  cause  of  Popery,  without  coupling  the  two 
insiUutbns  together,  and  entertaining  a  strong  suspicion  that  the 
Establishment  is  nothing,  after  all,  when  properly  con.sidered,  but 
a  grand  Jesuistical  device  for  bringing  all  Ireland  within  the  pale  of 
(he  Church  of  Rome.

It  cJTTinot  be  said  of  the  Dublin  Saints  that  their  faith  is  a  “  faith 
without  w'orks.”  One  of  their  newest  works  is  entitled,  “  Extraclt 
from  Peter  Dens  on  the  Nature  of  Confession  and  the  Obligation  of 
the  Sealf  and  it  is  announced  in  the  advertisements  of  the  devout 
booksellers  who  vend  it  with  the  following  commendatory  notice: —

The  work  thus  usliered  into  public  notice  is  ascribed  by  common 
fame  (who  to  be  sure  is  sometimes  a  common  liar)  to  a  student 
of  divinity  in  the  Dublin  University.  A  nice  occupation  for  a 
scholar  of  the  College  founded  by  our  Maiden  Queen  I  From  the 
title  page,  however,  you  discover  a  very  small  part  indeed  of  the 
editor’s  learned  latoups.

Ultra-Tories  are  beyond  doubt  the  best  iiriends  the  Radicals  Mid 
Repealers  have — they  not  only  furnish  the  leaders  of  that  party 
with  topics  for  agitation,  and  the  multitude  with  motives  for  eiu 
couragmg  it,  but  they  kindly  supply  it  with  arguments  and  weapons 
of  their  own.

less  than  giving  them  exclusively  and  unjustly  complete  authority 
and  domination  over  the  other.  Now,  is  not  the  first  of  these  pro¬ 
positions  the  great  fundamental  argument  for  the  subversion  of  eba 
English  Uhurch  Establishment  in  Ireland,  Ireland  being  distin¬ 
guished  by  this  great  and  striking  peculiarity,  that  not  one-sixth  of 
her  inhabitants  are  members  of  the  Church  which  they  are  called 
upon  to  pay.  Is  not  the  second  proposition  equally  forcible  in 
favour  of  repealing  the  Union?  It  is  easy,  say  the  Repealers,  (o 
talk  of  the  Irish  enjoying  equal  rights  in  the  representation.  True, 
they  have  105  members  in  Parliament,  but  then  the  English  and 
Scotch  have  four  times  as  many,  and  the  Irish  in  Parliament  are,  at 
the  many  Irish  Protestants  in  our  municipal  elections  would  be,  a 
small  minority.  According  to  your  own  showing,  the  power  it 
transferred  to  foreigners,  or,  in  the  phrase  Lord  Lyndhurst  prcferi, 
aliens,  and  we  are  helots  and  slaves  as  long  as  the  Union  endures. 
What  possible  answer  is  there  to  this  proof  of  oppression  and  in¬ 
justice  suflered  by  the  Irish,  that  is  not  equally  an  exposure  of  the 
fallacy  which  it  the  corner-stone  of  the  Conservative  theory  about 
Irish  boroughs,  namely,  that  the  admission  of  all  inhabitants  to 
vote,  where  the  majority  of  those  inhabitants  are  Catholic,  is  an 
oppression  and  injustice  to  the  minority,  if  they  happen  to  bw 
Protestant  ?

Laborde*t  Mount  Sinai  and  Petra,  London :  John  Murray. 

The  valuable  work  of  M.  de  Laborde  is  here  presented  to  the 
English  reader,  as  we  have  reason,  on  the  whole,  to  believe, 
deprived  of  no  material  featare  of  its  original  attractiveness.  The 
translator  has  not  only  executed  bis  task  with  tolerable  ability,  but 
has  favoured  m  with  two  introdnetory  cliapten  of  Ws  own,  which 
comprise  the  little  to  he  gathered  from  authentic  sources  respecting 
the  ancient  Idumea ;  and  with  a  summary  of  the  observations  upon 
Petra,  its  capital,  by  the  few  predecessors  of  M.  de  Laborde  in  that 
field  of  discovery.  These  chiqiters,  however,  are  by  &r  too  inge¬ 
niously  dovetailed  into  the  original  narrative,  and  might  with  advan¬ 
tage  be  appended  in  some  less  equivocal  form  to  succeeding  edi¬ 
tions.  Our  satisfaction,  too,  at  the  vigour  professed  to  be  imparted 
to  the  version,  by  exhibiting  in  one  oontiououi  narrative  the  details 
which  the  original  author  had  scattersd  through  a  preface,  Intro¬ 
duction,  explanation  of  the  plates,  and  itinerary,  is  struck  with  a 
damp  at  the  aimouncement  that  ”  some  bicidental  dissertations,  not 

*  intimately  connected  with  the  main  object  of  the  poblicatioii,  are 
emitted  or  abrid^.”  A  damp  which  all  the  promise  of  "  oeca- 
”  sional  illustrative  notes  from  the  interesting  productions  of

Almost  entirely  forgotten.  VMrne  traditions  only  had  diffused  the  belief 
that  a  city  still  exUted  there  which  sur^sed  in  extent  and  magniBcence 
the  queen  of  the  desert,  the  celebrated  Palmyra.  The  tribes  who  dwelt  at 
aome  distance  around  it,  influenced  by  absurd  prejudices  which  they  had 
inherited  from  their  forefathers,  cautioosly  abeUined  from  visiting  it  them¬ 
selves,  and  absolutely  forbade  its  approach  to  others.  Even  in  the  tune  of 
Volney,  Arabia  Petrma  had  not  been  visited  by  any  traveller.  The  Arabs  of 
Bakir,  and  the  inhabiUnU  of  Gaia,  who  frequently  traversed  the  road  of  the 
pilgrims  to  Maan  and  Kerek,  reported  that  within  three  days*  journey  to  the 
soQth.east  of  the  Dead  Sea,  there  were  upwards  of  thirty  ruined  towns 
absolutely  deeerted.  Some  of  these  towns  they  described  as  distinguished  by 
large  edifices,  decorated  with  numerous  columns.  Upon  rare  occasions  tlie 
Arabs,  it  was  said,  made  use  of  those  buildings  as  places  ©f  refuge  for  their

HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 

Monday  f  July  4. 

Mr  Shirley  took  the  oaths  and  his  seat  for  South  Warwickshire. 

After  the  presentation  of  a  great  number  of  petitions,  the  house  went 
into  committee  on  the  church  of  Ireland  bill.  Upon  the  appropriation 
clause  being  read,  I.ord  Mahon  moved,  as  an  amendment,  that  the  clause 
be  omitted. — A  long  debate  ensued.  Mr  Poultsr,  referring  to  some  of 
the  observations  of  the  noble  lord  who  moved  the  amendment,  begged  to 
ask,  when  it  was  that  any  proposition  for  reform  came  from  the  boo. 
gentlemen  sitting  on  the  other  side  of  the  house : — 

«  Was  there  a  syllable  heard  about  reforming  the  church  till  the  appitmia* 
tion  of  a  portion  of  its  revenues  was  demanded,  f  Cries  of  <  hear.*)  When 
did  they  say  that  they  would  look  into  the  abuses  ot  the  church  ?  Why,  not 
till  the  government  of  this  country  came  forward  with  a  propo.sal  to  set  apart 
a  real  effective  surplus  to  provide  national  and  religious  education  for  the 
people.  (Cheers.)’* 

— Mr  Emerson  Tennent  denied  that  parliament  possessed  the  power  to 
interfere  in  the  manner  which  was  here  contemplated  with  the  property 
of  the  church.  He  did  not  mean  the  absolute  and  irresponsible  power 
which  parliament  possessed  to  effect  this  or  any  other  object,  but  the 
right  and  e<|uity  of  such  a  proceeding  as  was  threatened.  He. contended 
that : — 

There  were  considerations  which  now  occupied  the  minds  of  men  out  of 
doors,  who  last  session  were  eager  for  the  adoption  of  this  appropriation  clause ; 
and  he  felt  satisfied  that  in  that  house  there  was  no  party  more  anxious  fur 
the  abandonment  of  that  clause  than  the  partisans  of  the  right  hon.  gentleowa 
who  occupied  the  opposite  bench,  provided  any  decent  expedient  could  be 
devised  fbi  <  shaking  off  their  engagement.*  (Rear,  hear,  hear,  from  opposi¬ 
tion  members.)** 

Mr  M.  J.  O’Connell  followed  in  reply,  and  referred  to  the  imputatiuos 
cast  upon  Roman  Catholics,  tliat’they  were  anxious  for  the  establishment 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  religion  :‘— 

For  his.  own  part  he  spoke  only  his  own  opinions — he,  as  a  Homan  Catbolk , 
said  this— God  forbid  that  he  should  ever  see  the  day,  in  that  country  or  in 
this,  in  which  his  religion  would  be  connected  with  the  state.  (Hear,  asd 
cheers.)  He  thought  that  its  clergy  would  continue  more  respected,  and  its 
doctrines  remain  purer,  while  disconnected  from  the  state,  than  united  » ilk 
it.  ^  He  did  not  know  thatauch  a  connectitm  could  serve  religion —  he  believed 
in  injured  the  state.  (Hear.)** 

Lord  MoarETu,  in  defence  of  the  report  of  the  conamissioners  of  pub¬ 
lic  instruction,  which  on  a  previous  night  had  been  attacked  by  the 
honourable  member  for  Bandon  (Mr -Sergeant  Jackson),  read  so®* 
documents  and  adduced  various  details  to  show  the  correctness  of  that 
report. — He  was  followed  by  Mr  Sergeant  Jackson,  who,  in  the  language 
of  Mr  Shell,  **  pronounced  a  funeral  oration  over  the  Kildare  str^ 
society." — Mr  Sheil  expressed  hit  confidence  that  the  rocMure,  in  sp*** 
of  every  obstacle,  would  ere  long  be  triumphantly  carried  into  effect  :— 

“  1  believe,  eaid  the  hon.  member,'!  feel  I  know  the  truth  to  be  o®5*®*^.*^* 
and  in  the  neatness  of  truth,  and  in  its  inevitable  triumph,  I  enthusiast  J 
confide.  Mark  the  urogress  which  this  question  has  made  within  tne 
four  years.  Iu  1835  it  was  treated  with  a  disregard 
disdain ;  and  now  we  not  only  command  a  majority  of  this  house,  wM 

believe  that  the  majority  of  the  English  people  are  on  oar  side.  (Loy _ ^ 

cal  cheera  from  the  opposition.)  I  repeat  it.  In  this,  the  Peel  pwi  ^ 

we  have  a  mi^rity  oV  tlie  representative!  of  the  people,  and  by  ti»« 
abide.*’ 

In  the  course  of  lihr  speech  he  remarked  that,  for  more  than  s 


«  We  learn  from  Genesis,  that  ‘  before  any  king  reigned  over  Israel,*  no 
fewer  than  eight  kings  had  succeeded  each  other  in  the  government  of  the 
<  La^  of  Edom,’  or  Idumea ;  and  that  these  kincpi  were  followed  by  eleven 
dukes,  the  descendants  of  Esau,  *  the  father  of  the  Edomites.*  ” 

To  this  district  are  to  be  confined  the  associations  of  the  most 
ancient  of  the  sacred  books — the  sublime  imagery  of  the  poem  of 
Job,  relating  exclusively  to  Uz  or  Idumea,  his  birth-place — and  the 
magnificent  denunciations  by  the  Jewish  prophets  of  Edom,  or  the 
land  of  Esau,  which  have  here  their  terrible  fulfilment: — “  If  grape- 


“grapes?  If  thieves  by  night,  they  will  destroy  till  they  have 
“  enough.  But  I  have  made  Esau  dure,**  are  the  empliatic  words 
of  an  inspired  writer,  and  we  refer  the  reader  to  the  volume  before 
us  for  their  accomplishment  in  the  ghastly  desolation  of  the  city 
“  that  dwelt  in  the  clefts  of  the  rock,  and  made  its  nest  as  high  as 
the  eagle.'* 

We  can  only  afford  room  for  the  following  notice  of  Petra,  as 
discovered  from  the  south  : — 

**  We  wound  round  a  peak,  sunuounted  by  a  single  tree.  The  view  from 
that  point  exhibited  a  vast  frightful  desert — a  chaotic  sea,  the  waves  of  which 
were  petrified.  Following  the  beaten  road,  we  saw  before  us  Mount  Hor, 
crowned  by  the  tomb  of  the  prophet,  if  we  are  to  credit  the  ancient  traditions 
preserved  by  the  people  of  that  country.  Several  large  and  ruinous  excava¬ 
tions,  which  are  seen  in  the  way,  may  arrest  the  attention  of  a  traveller  who 
is  interested  by  such  objects,  and  has  no  notion  of  those  still  concealed  from 
his  view  by  the  curtain  of  rocks  which  extends  before  him.  But  at  length 
the  road  leads  him  to  the  heights  above  one  more  ravine,  whence  he  discovers 
within  his  horizon  the  most  singular  spectacle,  the  most  enchanting  picture, 
which  nature  has  wrought  in  her  gnmdest  mood  of  creation,  which  men 
influenced  by  the  vainest  dreams  of  ambition  have  yet  bequeathed  to  the  gene, 
ratkms  that  were  to  follow  them.  At  Palmyra  nature  renders  the  wonts  of 
roan  insignificant  by  her  own  immensity  ana  her  boundless  horizon,  within 
which  some  hundreds  of  columns  seem  entirely  lost;  here,  on  the  contrary, 
she  appears  delighted  to  set  in  her  own  noble  frame-work  his  productions, 
which  aspire,  and  not  unKiiccessfully,  to  harmonise  with  her  own  majestic 
yet  fantastic  appearance.  The  spectator  hesitates  for  a  moment  as  to  which 
of  the  two  he  is  the  more  to  admire— whether  he  is  to  accord  the  preference 
to  nature,  who  invites  his  attention  to  her  matchless  girdle  of  rocks,  wondrous 
as  well  for  their  colour  as  their  forms,  or  to  the  men  who  feared  not  to  inter¬ 
mingle  the  works  of  their  genius  with  such  splendid  efl’orts  of  creative  power." 

We  need  not  observe  that,  to  the  students  of  biblical  archaiology, 
this  volume  will  be  indispensable.  The  general  reader,  however, 
would  dispense  with  the  naturalization  of  such  words  as  **  debris,*’ 
“  detours,” &c. — nor  much  care  to  be  informed  that  a  Bedouin,  who 
shot  an  attendant  of  M.  de  Laborde,  “  thought  he  was  paying  off  a 
monk,”  &c. 


HOUSE  OF  LORDS. 

Monday,  July  4. 

The  royal  assent  was  given  by  oummission  to  the  sugar  duties  bill,  and 
several  other  public  and  private  bills. 

The  Marquis  of  IxiNDONbEaar  postponed  the  question  of  which  he 
had  previously  given  notice  relative  to  the  war  in  Spain,  on  account  of 
the  absence  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington  ;  but  slated  that  he  thought  the 
part  taken  by  this  country  in  the  war  in  the  north  of  Spain  disgraceful  to 
the  government,  and  hoped  that  some  explanation  would  be  given  upon 
the  subject. — 'Phe  ICarl  of  Mimto  said  that  his  only  reply  was,  that  the 
part  taken  bv  them  was  as  allies  by  an  auxiliary  force,  and  acting  under 
the  terms  of  the  quadruple  treaty. 

The  second  reeding  of  the  imprieonment  fur  debt  bill  was  fixed  for 
Friday. 

On  the  motion  of  Lord  Lyndhurst,  the  transfer  of  property  bill  was 
read  a  aeeond  time. 

The  church  discipline  bill  went  through  a  committee,  for  the  purpose 
of  introducing  a  number  of  cleysee  into  it,  end  it  was  ordered  to  be  re- 
oomoiitied  on  Monday  next. — The  bouse  then  adjourned. 

V  Tuesday,  July  6.

greet  satisfaction  in  informing  the  house  that  the  negotiations  for  a  near 
and  ample  treaty  with  Portugal  for  the  suppression  of  the  slare  trade 
had  been  brought  to  such  a  point  that  th^re  remained  only  one,  and  that 
a  collateral  question,  between  the  two  governments. 

Sir  R.  Peel,  in  reference  to  a  document  purporting  to  be  a  general 
order  issued  by  General  Evans,  which  appeared  in  the  newspapers,  and 
which  professed  to  state  that  as  the  auxiliary  legion  was  acting  with  the 
British  naval  force  belonging  to  his  Majesty,  on  that  account  all  British 
subjects  found  in  the  service  of  Don  Carlos  would  be  treated  as  rebels 
punishable  with  death,  and  would  be  dealt  with  according  to  law, 
inquired  if  the  document  was  authentic? — Lord  Palmbrstok  said  that 
as  the  question  referred  to  the  acts  of  an  officer  in  foreign  service,  he 
could  have  no  official  information  upon  the  subject,  but  he  felt  bound  to 
state  that  he  believed  an  order  to  the  effect  stat^  had  been  issued. 

Mr  Robinson  gave  notice  that  next  session  be  would  move  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  bill  to  amend  that  part  of  the  India  act  which  relates  to  com* 
pensation  to  the  maritime  officers  of  the  company. 

Mr  Plumetre  moved  for  an  address,  praying  his  Majesty  that  his  sub¬ 
jects  in  the  civil  and  military  services  abroad  may  be  relieved  from 
assisting  in  religious  ceremonies  to  which  their  own  tenets  are  opposed. 
— After  some  discussion  the  house  divided  on  the  question,  when  the 
motion  was  lost  by  a  majority  of  six,  the  numbers  for  the  motion  being 
38  ;  against  it,  44. 

Mr  W.  S.  O’Brien  moved  certain  resolutions  expressive  of  the  regret 
experienced  by  the  house  at  the  conduct  of  the  House  of  Lords,  in 
rejecting  the  bill  for  the  reform  of  the  municipal  corporations  in  Ireland  ; 
but,  at  the  suggestion  of  Mr  O'Connell,  the  resolutions  were  withdrawn. 

In  answer  to  Mr  W.  S.  O’Brien,  Lord  John  Russell  stated  that  he 
did  not  think  it  advisable  to  propose  any  measure  founded  on  the  report 
of  the  commissioners  on  the  criminal  law  during  the  present  session. 

The  remaining  clauses  of  the  Irish  church  bill  were  agreed  to. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Attok net* General,  the  Lords’  amendments  to 
the  municipal  corporation  amendment  act  were  agreed  to. 

The  house  then  went  into  committee  on  the  paper  duties  bill,  when 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  explained  the  course  which  he  meant 
to  take  in  regard  to  the  allowance  on  the  stock  of  paper  on  hand  when 
the  reduction  in  the  duty  should  be  carried  into  effect. 

He  had  every  desire  to  do  justice  to  those  who  had  any  stock  on  hand, 
and  the  more  obvious  and  mechanical  mode  was  by  allowing  a  drawback.  His 
(the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer’s)  objection  to  this  roMe,  however— the 
old  mode — was,  that  it  was  open  to  great  abuse.  This  was  evident  by  what 
had  happened  in  the  case  of  silk,  when,  by  the  amount  of  supposed  duties 
claimed,  not  only  were  the  public  but  the  dealer  cheated.  Now  it  was 
notorious  that  at  the  present  time,  in  the  article  of  stained  (Miper,  great  frauds 
were  practised.  Stained  {)a|)er  manufactured  in  Ireland  mi^it  be  sent 
to  Liverpool,  and  if  drawbacks  were  allowed,  the  same  wrapper  might 
once,  twice,  or  thrice  be  made  to  serve,  and  the  fraudulent  dealer  thus  gain 
an  advantage  over  his  less  fortunate  rivals.  The  plan  he  should  propose, 
which  he  did  after  consulting  those  best  acquainted  with  the  subject,  was  to 
postpone  the  operation  of  this  part  of  the  act  until  the  10th  of  October,  by 
which  plenty  of  time  would  be  allowed  for  the  working  off  and  selling  oft’ 
stock.  Any  paper  taken  from  the  mill  and  taken  to  any  place,  bearing  the 
excise  mark,  and  identified  as  having  it,  should  have  the  duty  allowed  and  re¬ 
turned  at  any  time  within  the  last  three  months.” 

The  grand  juries  (Ireland)  bill  passed  through  a  committee,  aRer 
which  the  house  adjourned. 

IVednetday,  July  6. 

After  the  presentation  of  a  few  petitions,  the  house  was  counted  out  at 
an  early  hour. 

Thuriday^  July  7. 

Mr.  Wilks  called  the  attention  of  the  house  to  a  blunder  committed 
by  the  person  who  engrossed  the  Dissenters'  marriage  bill,  in  having 
inserted  a  clause  which,  in  consequence  of  a  vote  of  the  house,  ought  to 
have  been  omitted,  and  he  moved  that  a  message  be  sent  to  the  lords  re¬ 
questing  to  have  the  bill  returned  in  order  to  have  the  objectionable 
clause  expunged. — After  a  few  words  from  Lord  J.  Russell,  the  hon. 
member  withdrew  his  motion,  but  intimated  his  intention  of  bringing  it 
on  to-day  again. 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  Mr  Baines,  Mr  Morrison  stated  that 
it  w’SB  his  intention  to  press  his  bill  relative  to  railroads  through  the 
house  during  the  present  session. 

The  court  of  session  bill  went  through  a  committee,  when  some 
amendments  were  agreed  to. 

The  house  then  went  into  committee  upon  the  Poole  corporation  bill, 
when  Mr  Forbes  moved  as  an  amendment  that  the  first  clause  be  ex¬ 
punged. _ Mr  Wynn  objected  both  to  the  bill  itself  and  to  the  manner  in 

which  the  committee  had  conducted  itself.  The  proceedings  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  had  been  most  arbitrary  and  violent,  and  contrary  to  all  the  rules 
of  the  house,  a-*  to  the  receipt  of  evidence.  The  bill  could  not  possibly 
be  carried  through  this  session,  for  if  it  reached  the  House  of  Lords,  that 
assembly  could  not  refuse  to  hear  evidence  against  the  bill,  and  this 
would  be  quite  sufficient  in  itself  to  prevent  the  bill  being  passed  this 
session.  This  was  a  bill  of  pains  and  penalties,  and  most  unjust  towards 
the  parties,  who  had  a  full  and  manifest  right  to  have  the  case  tried  in  a 
court  of  law.  It  was  a  bill  which,  fur  an  alleged  informality  as  to  the 


eoj^’^one  great  questioii  into  effect.  I  remember,  It  would  indeed  be 
fofiret,  h’ls  exclamatioo,  when,  in  speaking  of  the  necessity  by 
roacessKHi  was  dictated,  he  protested  that,  rather  than  his  country 
fora  single  month  be  exposed  to  the  horrors  of  a  civil  war,  he  would 

•Sir  hV  down  his  life.  (Hear.)  It  was  a  noble  senUnient,  worthy  of  that 

*  vJKm  of  humanity  and  of  heroism  which  is  found  in  the  truly  brave, 
those  who  are  perpetually  giving  way  to  a  dark  and  sanjpiinary 
•  k  who  say  that  it  must  come  to  a  fight  at  last,  who  deal  in  frightful 
lidos,  and  who  would  shed  blood  im  heedlessly  as  they  quaff  wine— would 
Ik*!  could  impress  that  merciful  sentiment  upon  their  own  hearts,  and 
[r*:  .i^Veiebrated  person  who  gave  it  utterance  would  extend  it  beyond  the 
to  which  it  was  applied;  and  in  following  up  that  great  measure  to 
3  necessary  consequences,  in  order  to  avert  the  evils  that  impend  upon  his 
Jp^nt^lhe  would  wake  to  the  crowning  immolation.  (Cheers.)’^ 

Lord  Stanley  denied  that  the  opinions  of  the  people  of  England  were 
fsvourable  to  the  principle  of  the  bill,  and  contended  that,  as  that  prin- 
eiple  became  better  understood,  the  popular  support  of  it  fell  off.  He 
would  not  consent  to  leave  the  pecuniary  interests  of  the  Protestant 
church  of  Ireland  at  the  caprice  of  any  government.  Referring  then  to 


ntrliaoent,  that  the  biU  would  innici  a  neavy  mow  on  me  rrotestant  interest 
ni  Ireland,  jf  Hear,  hear,  hear.^  Let  it  to  forth  to  the  people  that  the  Prime 
Minister  of  England  acknowledged  that  the  measure  he  proposed  would  inflict 

•  severe  blow  on  Protestantism  in  Ireland.  (Hear,  hear.)  ‘  I  know,’  said  the 
Premier,  *that  we  are  inflicting  a  severe  blow  u[x>n  Protestantism  in  Ireland, 
but  (let  the  house  mark  the  seauel)  we  cannot  help  it.’  (Cheers.)  Was  this 
s  fit  srgument  for  the  Prime  Minister  of  England  to  use  ?  fCheers.)  ‘  We 
know  our  measure  is  dangerous  to  the  Protestant  established  church — we  know 
that  it  inflicts  a  severe  blovr  upon  Protestantism;  but  we  cannot  help  it 
(cheers),  and  we  cannot  help  it  because  we  are  driven  on  to  it  by  those  who 
sre  aiming  at  other  things  (great  cheering  from  the  opposition),  because  we 
can  neither  defend  our  measure  on  its  own  merits  nor  resist  the  power  of  those 
who  compel  us  to  adopt  it.  (Continued  cheering.)” 

During  the  delivery  of  some  further  remarks  great  excitement  appeared 
to  prevail  on  both  sides  of  the  house.  The  laugh  and  cheer  were  thrown 
from  side  to  side,  whilst  stronger  and  warmer  feelings  appeared  to  influ- 
ence  particular  members..  Something  fell  from  Mr  O'Connell  which 
caught  the  ear  of  Lord  Stanley,  and  to  which  the  noble  lord  adverted  in 
these  terms : — 

The  hon.  and  learned  gentleman  will  allow  me  to  say,  he  is  the  last  man 
who  ought  to  make  use  in  this  house,  or  elsewhere,  of  offensive  expressions 
such  as  that  which  he  has  just  used — most  indecently  interrupting  me.” 

Mr  O’Connell  then  rose  to  order,  amidst  loud  cries  of  “  Oh,”  and  still 
louder  cheers. — The  Chairman  decided  that  Mr  O’Connell  was  out  of 
order.  A  scene  of  extraordinary  confusion  ensued,  during  which  Lord 
Stormont,  Dr  Baldwin,  and  Sir  E.  Knatchbull  rose  and  addressed  the 
committee.  Lord  J.  Russell  also  rose,  and  said  that  he  concurred  in 
thinking  the  interruption  of  the  hon.  member  for  Kilkenny  disorderly  ; 
but  appealed  to  the  chair  not  to  allow  the  noble  lord  (Stanley)  to  be 
making  charges  against  that  side  of  the  house,  imputing  to  ministers  that 
they  sre  not  acting  on  their  own  opinions,  but  that  they  are  driven  by 
others  to  adopt  a  course  which  in  their  hearts  they  do  not  approve.  This, 
after  much  further  noise  and  confusion,  was  replied  to  by  Lord  Stanley, 
who  thought  he  had  not  passed  the  boundary  of  parliamentary  freedom 
of  speech,  and  in  substance  repeated  what  he  had  said. — Lord  J.  Russell 
again  rose  to  order ;  but  the  Chairman,  amidst  great  excitement,  and 
having  more  than  once  referred  to  the  difficulty  of  his  position,  declared 
his  impression  that  the  charge  was  not  of  a  nature  that  imputed  dis- 
honourable  motives  to  the  government,”  and  therefore  he  had  not  inter¬ 
fered.  Order  being  at  last  restored,  Mr  O’Connell  addressed  the  house, 
sod  proceeded  to  a  refutation  of  some  of  the  arguments  advanced  by  Lord 
Stanley,  declaring  that  he  would  reiterate  the  phrase  of  **  justice  to  Ire¬ 
land”  until  justice  was  granted,  and  avowing  his  belief  that  the  bill  would 
tend  to  conciliate  Ireland  if  the  principle  of  appropriation  were  retained. 
He  was  ready  now  to  give  his  utmost  aid  in  carrying  it  into  effect;  but 
hs  would  not  promise  to  do  so  another  year. — Lord  J.  Russell  termi¬ 
nated  the  debate  by  defending  the  government  to  which  he  lielunged 
from  the  charge  brought  against  them  by  the  noble  lord.  With  reference 
to  Mr  O'Conneirs  support,  be  said— • 

**  That  hon.  and  learned  gentleman,  in  the  exercise  of  bis  own  judgment  and 
in  his  own  view  of  what  is  for  Ireland,  has  supfiorted  the  present  govern- 

■nent.  The  present  government  has  received  from  him  undoubtedly  strong, 
and  I  roast  say,  very  fair  and  honourable  support.  But  I  never  found  that  the 
non.  and  learned  member  for  Kilkenny  ever  gave  up  or  at  all  renounced  any 
one  his  opinions  upon  the  many  subjects  v^ich  have  engaged  his  attention 
--opiDions  varying  from  oora,  and  which  he  carried  to  a  rouen  greater  extent 
Nf  have  ever  carried  them — calling  for  reforms  not  only  with  respect  to 
d»e  Irish  church,  not  only  with  respect  to  Irish  tithes,  but  with  respect  to 
n*Rny  questions  relating  to  the  domestic  policy  of  this  country.  But,  sir,  if  he 
1^  aot  given  up,  or  retracted,  or  swerved  from  his  opinions,  I  think  I  may  sav 
that,  opoo  this  sulyect  aC  least,  neither  have  we  changed  our  opioions.  I  ask 
y^  to  look  at  the  votes  which  we  have  given  during  this  ana  the  past  year, 
**d  I  will  ask  voQ  whether  those  votes  have  not  been  in  conformity  with  the 
Prii^iples  whicn  we  have  always  professed,  and  whether  we  have  altered,  and 
°wt,  and  retracted  those  opinions  in  order  to  make  them  conformable  to  thoee 
oflbe  boo.  member?” 

John  observed,  in  conclusion 

*  I  do  wonder,  although  the  retainers  of  the  ps»ty  may  be  permitted

The  report  of  the  Dublin  and  Drogheda  railway  bill,  in  support  of 
which  a  number  of  petitions  were  presented  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the 
table,  was  brought  up  by  Mr  O'Connell,  and  the  bill  ordered  to  be  read 
a  third  time  on  Monday. 

Mr  Walliace  mored  that  the  house  should  meet  on  Monday  at  tweWe 
O^doek,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  Pool  corporation  bill ;  but  finding  the 
sense  the  house  to  be  unfarourable  to  the  proposition,  the  honourable 
asember  withdrew  it. 

On  the  motion  of  Lord  Johk  Russsll,  it  was  agreed  that  the  house 
at  its  rising  should  adjourn  to  Monday. 

On  the  motioa  of  Mr  Wiles,  a  message  was  sent  to  the  lords  to  request 
their  lordships  to  return  the  marriage  bill,  for  the  purpose  of  an  amend- 
mani  being  made  in  the  engrossment,  such  amendment  being  to  leave 
•ut  the  provtao,  containing  the  declaration  **  That  the  party  has  con- 
seieneious  seruplci  against  marrying  in  any  church  or  chapel,  or  with 
any  religious  ceremony  ;**  the  said  amendment  having  been  made  by  the 
cenmons  on  the  third  reading  of  the  bill,  but  omitted  to  be  made  in  the 
engroetment. 

In  reply  to  a  question  from  Mr  C.  Lushington,  Sir  G.  Gset  bore 
leethnony  to  tlie  very  great  assistance  rendered  by  the  emigration  com¬ 
mittee  to  the  promotion  of  female  emigration. 

Lord  JoUM  Russell,  pursuant  to  notice,  moved  for  leave  to  bring  in  a 
bill  to  carry  into  effhet  the  4th  report  of  the  commissioners  of  ecelesiaa^ 
tieal  duties  and  revenues.  The  noble  lord  entered  into  a  detail  of  the 
meeeuree  abont  to  be  propoeed  respecting  the  established  church.  After 
some  preliminary  observations  upon  the  constitution  of  the  commission, 
the  Object  of  whose  labours  bad  met  with  the  most  cordial  approbation  of 
bis  Majesty,  bis  lordship  proceeded  to  consider  the  objects  which  had 
Oseiipicd  the  attention  of  the  commissioni  both  with  reference  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  church  establishment,  and  with  respect  to  the  opinion  of 
the  country  regarding  its  defects.  The  recommendations  of  the  oommis- 
doners,  wliicli  his  lor^liip  brought  fully  under  the  consideration  of  the 
houee,  would,  if  carried  into  effect,  remedy  the  defects  principally  complain¬ 
ed  of— immense  incomes,  offensive  pluralities,  cacessive  revenues  of  deans 
indehipteri,  without  eorrCsponding  adequate  religious  instruction  for  the 
fwople.  The  object  which  he  had  in  view,  bis  lordship  stated,  was  not 
i  diminution,  but  a  more  equal  distribution  of  the  revenues  of  the 
church,  as  advised  by  the  commission.  The  noble  lord  observed,  that 

he  could  not  conclude  without  paying  the  tribute  of  thanks  due  to  the 
archbishop  who  was  at  the  bead  of  the  commission,  and  who  had  shown 
every  dispesition  to  consult  public  opinion  where  he  thought  it  just 
and  reaeonable.  He  was  persuaded  that  it  was  far  better  to  carry  into 
eflket  a  plan  in  which  the  high  dignitarice  of  the  church  had  willingly 
concurred,  and  which  they  had  laboriously  examined,  than  it  would  be 
Ibr  this  house  to  adopt  other  plans  which,  whatever  merit  they  might 
have,  would  not  possets  that  great,  and,  in  his  opinion,  supererainent 
Merit,  of  carrying  with  it  the  head  of  the  church,  and  the  general  support 
of  its  most  valuable  and  influential  friends." — Mr  C.  LusHiMotov,  on 
the  motion  being  put,  proposed  the  following  amendment: — 

**  That  an  benbte  addrees  be  presented  to  his  Mi^sty,  praying  that  his 
Majesty  will  be  graciously  pleased  to  issue  his  commands  to  the  commis- 
aiooers  appointed  to  examine  into  the  state  of  the  established  church  of  Eng- 
iMd,  to  tMe  into  consideration,  and  report  their  opinion  on,  the  expediency 
if  ebolishitf  the  existing  system  of  the  translation  of  bishops  from  one  see 
to  another. 

The  amendment  was  seconded  by  Mr  Ewaet.— Mr  Hume  wished  to 
Miter  bis  protest  against  this  bill,  at  the  same  time  be  was  not  at  all 
desirous  to  stop  ;  because,  so  fsr  as  it  weut,  it  was  good.  He  protested, 
however,  against  it  as  a  settlement  of  the  question.  It  was  allowed  that 
the  deans  and  chapters  had  enormous  incomes,  and,  in  connection  with 
that  £iei,  be  thought  they  were  bound  to  consider  how  they  could  deal 
with  the  question  of  church  rates  (hear).  Having  passed  a  vote  that 
they  would  not  allow  sinecures  in  the  army  and  navy,  he  did  not  know 

why  sinecuree  should  be  permitted  to  continue  in  the  church. _ Sir 

RoBiar  Peel  preferred  adhering  to  the  bill  of  the  noble  lord,  because 

the  main  he  eordially  approved  of  the  principles  upon  which  it  was 
framed*  to  dividing  with  the  honourable  gentleman  on  his  proposition 
with  reference  to  the  translation  of  bishops.  The  hon.  hart,  believed 
that  the  point  le  which  the  present  bill  went  was  the  very  utmost  extent 
whieh,  with  safety  to  the  eburoh  establishnient,  could  be  attempted. 
The  bouse  would  observe,  that  there  was  to  be  a  surplus  raised  by  the 
bill,  ia  aid  of  the  smaller  livings  {  and  although  this  principle  might 
not  be  aarried  out  to  the  full  extent  some  bon.  members  might  wish,  be 
trusted  they  would  not  on  that  account  oppose  the  bill;  the  passing  of 
whieh*  be  thought,  would  operate  as  a  great  practical  advantage  both  to 
the  ehureh  and  to  the  country  at  large.— After  further  discussion,  in  the 
noarsa  of  which  Mr  F.  Buxton  complained  that  the  measure  did  not 
ga  Ihr  enough,  either  for  the  wishes  of  the  community  or  for  the  intc* 
Nsts  of  ttli^ioa,  the  house  divided ;  for  Uie  amendment,  44 ;  against  It, 
Iftl  t  u^ionty,  60.  Leave  was  then  given  to  bring  in  the  bill.

PERSONAL  NEWS. 

— The  sight  and  general  health  of  the  Duk 
Sussex  are  so  much  improved  that  he  intends  to  renew  his  a  t 
visits  to  his  numerous  friends  in  the  country,  to  partake  of  the  ****'*^ 
ment  of  shooting,  to  which  he  is  extremely  partial. 

Ma  D.  W.  Harvev.— The  honourable  gentleman,  in  a  letter  to  th# 
electors  of  Southwark,  thus  announces  his  intention  of  retiring  fromih 
representation  of  that  borough  True  to  my  resolve,  not  to  hold  * 
seat  which  is  unsustained  ^by  the  firm  and  entire  sanction  of  my  co  * 
stituents,  I  avow  my  intention  to  retire  from  the  represenution  of  v 
borough  before  the  close  of  the  present  session.  Cousideraiiuos 
political  and  personal  nature,  though  very  unequal  in  degree  fere 
strengthened  my  purpose.  It  has  ever  been  my  opinion  that  the  re. 
presentatives  of  large  constituencies  ought  to  stand  aloof  from  party— 
the  bane  of  all  good  government,  and  as  the  heralds  of  the  public  voice 
frequently  and  fearlessly  to  advocate  and  urge  on  those  political  chanctt 
which,  however  unpalatable  to  the  “  privileged  orders,"  are  justly  cob- 
sidered  as  essential  to  the  good  government  of  an  enlightened  people. 
Expediency,  as  you  are  aware,  is  the  compass  of  party  ;  but  1  have  ever 
repudiated  its  guidance,  from  the  conviction  that  public  men  are  bound 
to  pursue  the  dictates  of  duty,  without  regard  to  partial  and  incidental 
evils.  To  act  differently,  is  at  all  times  censurable — at  the  present  mo- 
ment  it  is  criminal — at  least,  such  is  my  conscientious  opinion;  and,  if 
I  have  erred  in  this  respect,  it  is  I  alone  who  pay  the  penalty,  for  a 
greater  political  sacrifice  can  no  man  make." — But  Mr  Harvey  has  a 
personal  motive  for  retiring.  His  two  years*  service  in  Parliament  has, 
he  says,  been  attended  with  a  sacrifice  of  at- least  0,000f.  in  consequence 
of  the  regulation  that  Members  should  not  act  as  Parliamentary  agents. 

Mr  O’Connell. — The  hon.  and  learned  member  has  addressed  the 
following  letter  to  Mr  Barrett:— 

London,  July  2,  ISSfi. 

“  My  dear  Barrett — Announce  my  address  to  the  people  of  Ireland 
for  your  ptmer  of  Wednesday.  I  had  lioped  to  be  able  to  send  it  off  this  day, 
but  1  fino  i  cannot  complete  it  before  Monday. 

^  We  have  been  insulted  as  well  as  outraged  by  *  the  Lords but  we  hare 
in  ourselves  resources  to  enable  us  to  overcome  every  difficulty.  Let  w, 
however,  recollect  these  matters : — First,  That  we  diminish  our  own  titrength 
and  give  additional  power  to  our  enemies  by  acts  of  violence,  or  by  any  viola* 
lationof  the  law. — ^cond.  That  one  portion  of  the  population  of  Ireland— the 
Catholics — aided  by  flie  Liberal  section  of  the  Protestants,  but  opposed  by  the 
then  more  numerous  and  active  Protestant  ascendancy  faction — achieved 
emancipation. — Third,  That  the  ascendancy  faction  is  now  romparativelv 
weak  and  powerless;  the  popular  party  has  extended  its  basis,  and  inciide* 
in  its  composition  much  Protestant  and  Presbyterian  wealth  aod  iutelligeoce. 
— Fourth,  That  nothing  can  be  done  witliout  combination  and  an  uuity  of 
action ;  but  everything  can  be  achieved  by  them. 

“  I  will  more  fully  develop  my  plan  in  the  letter  I  promise  to  send  you  on 
Monday.  It  will  include  the  organisation  of  ‘  The  General  Association  of 
IrelancL’  The  objects  of  that  association  will  be  twofold. — First,  To  procure 
bylaws  complete  municipal  reform  in  Ireland,  on  as  large  and  effectual  a 
basis  as  that  originally  proposed  by  tlie  Ministry. — Secondly,  To  secure  by 
law  such  a  settlement  of  the  tithe  question  as  shall  be  fully  satisfactory  to  the 
people  of  Ireland.  •  .j 

“  The  association  to  be  dissolved  so  soon  as  both  these  objects  are  obtsmed. 
The  association  to  be  supported  by  an  “  Irish  Rent,*  on  the  same  basis  as  Ife 
Catholic  Rent.  It  is^  indeed,  only  the  more  necessary  at  present,  as  the 
number  of  persons  unjustly  and  illegally  a^^ieved  under  the  tithe  system  b 
very  great — and  these  persons  must  be  relieved. 

“  1  will  give  my  advice  and  my  plan  in  detail,  in  my  next  letter.  1  new 
say  nothing  to  rouse  the  honest  resentment  of  the  Irish  peopj®* 
rather  restrain  within  proper  bounds  the  maddening  Influence  of  the  just  lo* 
dignatkm  and  scathing  scorn  of  the  Irish  nation  at  the  insolent  insult  wwen 
has  been  basely  inflicted  npon  us.

Mr 
Spring  Rice,  the  chairman,  delivered  an  address  to  the  students  present, 
as  well  as  their  parents,  after  which  the  meeting  dispersed. 

Tub  Lords*  Ambndmknts  in  thk  Irish  CoaroaATioN  The 

numl>er  of  petitions  presented  to  the  House  of  Commons  in  favour  of 
the  Lords’  amendments  in  the  Irish  Corporation  Bill  was  only  three, 
with  775  signatures :  they  came  from  Taunton,  dd4;  Blackburn,  320; 
and  the  union  of  Athleague,  co.  Galway,  Gl.  On  the  other  hand, 
against  these  amendments  tliere  were  presented  111  petitions,  having 
110^654  signatures,  an  average  of  all  but  1,000  each. 

Pkrsonal  Tithes.— The  Bill  for  the  abolition  of  personal  tithes, 
brought  into  the  House  of  Commons  on  the  30th  ult.  by  Lord  John 
Russell,  enacU  from  the  passing  of  the  Act  all  personal  tithes,  except  the 
tithes  of  mills  and  fishing,  shall  cease  to  be  payable;  and  witli  respect  to 
the  latter,  the  Tithe  Commissioners  are  empowered  to  cause  an  inquiry 
to  be  made  into  their  nature,  extent,  and  value. 

East  India  Company’s  Maritime  Service. — On  Monday  a  meeting 
of  the  officers  of  the  above  service  who  are  excluded  from  the  scale  of 
compensation  awarded  under  the  provisions  of  the  India  Bill,  took  place 
at  the  South  Carolina  Coffee>house,  Birchin  lane,  for  the  purpose  of  re¬ 
ceiving  a  report  of  the  committee,  and  to  consider  the  best  means  to  be 
adopted  for  obtaining  compensation  for  the  losses  they  have  sustained  by 
the  abolition  of  the  East  India  Company's  commercial  monopoly.  Cap¬ 
tain  James  Barber  read  the  eighth  report  of  the  committee,  and  said  he 
felt  confident  the  excluded  officers  would  not  abandon  their  claim  to 
compensation,  especially  when  they  knew  that  there  were  many  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  House  of  Commons  who  would  support  them.  After  some 
conversation  the  report  was  adojited,  and  resolutions  passed  to  the  effect 
that  no  efforts  should  be  spared  to  obtain  justice  for  the  excluded  officers. 

—  The  Court  of  Cassation,  France,  decided,  a  few  days  since,  that 
the  mother  of  a  young  man  killed  in  a  duel  can  sustain  an  action  for 
damages. 

Railroad  Farxs.— In  fixing  the  amount  of  railroad  fares,  each  pas¬ 
senger  is  charged  at  the  same  amount  as  a  ton  of  goods. 

Address  to  Louis  Philippe.— A  meeting  of  the  British  and  American 
residents  in  Paris  was  held  on  Saturday  afternoon  at  Musard’s  Concert- 
room  in  the  Rue  St.  Honore,  to  take  into  consideration  the  propriety  of 
addressing  his  Majesty,  the  King  of  the  Frencli,  on  his  late  escape.  Sir 
Sydney  Smith  took  the  chair.  About  3tK)  American  and  English  gentle¬ 
men  of  high  respectability  were  present. 

Bane  OP  England. — A  very  useful  arrangement  has  just  been  entered 
into  at  the  Bank  of  England,  which  will  save  the  merchants  generally 
much  risk  and  unnecessary  trouble,  and  which  ought  to  be  made  gene¬ 
rally  known.  Merchants  having  duties  to  pay  on  imported  goods  are 
now  at  liberty  to  make  their  payments,  whether  by  draught  on  their 
private  lianker  or  by  money,  into  the  Bank  of  England,  upon  **  the  ac¬ 
count  of  the  Receiver-  General  of  his  Majesty's  customs,"  and  certificates 
to  ti'at  fact  being  transmitted  by  official  messengers  at  ten  and  two 
daily  from  the  Bank  to  the  Custom-house,  correspoading  entries  may  l>e 
passini  without  the  danger  which  is  inseparable  from  the  transit  of  Bank 
notes  and  coin. 

Surrey  Zoological  Gaeoens — Mr  Warwick  has  arrived,  and 
brought  with  him  the  especial  object  of  his  expedition  to  the  plains  of 
Africa.  The  giraffes  reached  the  gardens  at  three  o’clock  on  Wednesday 
morning,  and  apparently  without  having  suffered  much,  if  at  all,  by  their 
journey  from  their  native  wilderneM.  The  tallest  of  the  three  specimens, 
though  an  animal  which  has  obviously  not  reached  its  maturity,  is  up¬ 
wards  of  15  feet  from  the  ground  to  the  top  of  the  head.  They  are  in  ex¬ 
cellent  condition.  Their  coats  are  in  fine  order,  dotted  with  large  fawn- 
coloured  spots  on  a  white  ground.  The  eyes  of  tliesc  animals  are  re¬ 
markably  fine,  something  similar  to  those  of  the  antelope,  but  projecting 
further  from  the  head,  and  capable  of  taking  in  an  extraordinary  sco|>e  of 
vision.  They  are  tame  and  gentle  in  their  manners. 

The  State  op  the  Gaol  or  Niwoatb.— A  report  has  been  agreed  to  by 
the  Court  of  Aldermen,  upon  the  rxaminetioe  of  evidence  on  the  state  of  the 
prison  of  Newgate.  The  committee,  it  will  be  recollected*  was  directed  to 
undertake  the  investigation  in  consequence  of  the  publication  of  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  inspectors  of  prisons,  inculpating  the  city  magistrates  and  the 
governor  o^  the  prison.  The  re{N>rt  thus  concludes We  feel  it  our 
duty  explicitly  to  state,  that  the  evils  adverted  to  in  the  report  of  the  in- 
specton  are  for  the  moct  pari  to  be  traced  to  the  construction  of  the 
prison — to  the  system  of  passing  eentenee  of  death  on  prisoners  convicted 
of  offences  for  which  the  full  penalty  of  the  lawia  rarely  if  ever  exaeted— 
to  the  allowing  persona  aentenoed  to  traneportetion  to  remain  in  Newgate 
for  a  considerable  time  after  the  paesing  of  their  aeiitcnce— to  the  non-re- 
movalofthoee  acf|uiticd  on  the  ground  ofineanity— and  to  the  system  which 
has  prevailed  of  committing  prisoners  of  different  deseriptions  to  the 
gaol,  in  execution  of  aentenoes  of  imprieonment,  and  also  by  the  Honae  of 
Commons  and  other  authorltiea,  to  whom  ie  is  unnaceseary  mere  parti¬ 
cularly  to  advert.  Ac  the  result  of  our  investigatioa  of  the  matters  re¬ 
ferred  to  us,  we  hare  no  hesitation  ia  avovring  our  conviction  that*  in  the 
report  of  the  inspeeiore,  undue  Importanee  has  been  given  to  isoieied 
fecta;  that,  eonetructad  as  the  gaol  of  Newgate  at  present  is,  It  ie  irapoe- 
posstblc  that  any  approach  can  be  made  to  the  clasaification  contemplated

Health  or  the  MEraoroLis — The  following  very  gratifying  an¬ 
nouncement  on  the  subject  of  the  general  health  of  the  metropolis  was 
made  in  the  report  at  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Free  Hospital, 
Greville-street,  on  Monday  night,  attested  by  the  signatures  of  the  three 
surgeons,  Messrs  Wm.  Marsden,  Greville  Jones,  and  J.  Gay  : — The 
medical  officers  congratulate  the  Governors  and  the  public  on  the  fact  of 
the  metropolis  having  hitherto  been  ifxtite  free  from  any  epidemic  dis¬

It  is  said  to  have  arisen  from  a 
remnant  of  fanaticism  which  fonnerly  induced  the  professors  of  it  to 
insult  all  persons  who  were  known  to  be  Liberals.  Their  acts  of  violence 
were  preceded  by  a  singular  preliminary.  When  they  met  with  any  one 
whom  they  wished  to  assault,  one  of  them  said  to  the  others,  *  Brethren, 
what  shall  we  do  with  this,  man?'  The  others  replied,  *  Let  the  will  of 
God  He  done.'  Upon  this  the  victim  was  knocked  down.  This  conduct 
of  the  young  men  in  question,  who  are  said  to  belong  to  one  of  our  grand 
fraternities  of  Penitents,  has  such  a  mixture  of  violence  and  bigotry,  that 
we  could  not  have  believed  it,  had  we  not  official  authority  for  what  we 
suu.**

in  war  as  ever  ruined  instead  of  restoring  a  cause.  Conflicting  as  are 
the  accounts  from  the  two  belligerent  parties,  they  both  afford  the  oon- 
clusion  that  he  has  just  been  signally  outwitted  by  Villareal.  The  Carltst 
General  appears  determined  to  push  the  insurrection  much  beyond  the 
limits  within  which  it  has  been  hitherto  confined,  and  for  this  purpose  he 
has  organized  and  sent  out  expeditions  both  into  Arragon,  to  co-operate 
with  Cabrera  and  11  Serrador  in  Valencia,  and  towards  the  Asturias  and 
the  kingdom  of  Leon,  in  order  to  afford  a  pmnt  tfappm  to  the  disaffected 
in  the  provinces.  The  latter  is  under  the  command  of  Gomes.  In 
order  to  afford  it  a  safe  opportunity  of  breaking  through  the  eastern  line 
of  Cordova’s  cordon,  Villareal  seems  to  have  ordered  a  spirited  diversion  to 
be  made  in  the  opposite  direction,  where  accordingly  Garcia  attacked 
the  Christina  lines  of  Valcarlos,  ^tween  Engui  and  Larraaoana  and 
broke  them,  after  having  inflicted  a  severe  defeat  on  the  Baron  do  Meer, 
in  which  the  French  Legion  shared.  Cordova,  who  was  at  Vittoria 
when  this  movement  commenced,  immediately  marched  with  a  portion 
of  the  troops  of  the  garrison  towards  Pampeluna,  in  order  to  be  near  the 
scene  of  the  meditati^  attack.  He  is  stated,  however,  to  have  taken  Lew* 
rono  in  his  route,  which  one  has  but  to  glance  at  the  map  to  see  is  far 
south  of  the  line  between  Vittoria  and  Pampeluna,  so  that  ha  roust 
have  marched  the  two  sides  of  a  rectangular  triangle,  inrtead  of  its  base. 
The  natural  result  of  this  cold  haste,  this  true  cunctando  proceeding 
was,  that  Garcia  had  struck  the  blow  against  De  Meer  before  the 
latter  could  be  reinforced  by  his  Commander-in-Chief.  Cordova's  move* 
ment  must,  however,  have  weakened  his  leff,  as  Villareal  wished ;  and 
accordingly  the  Asturias  expedition,  to  the  amount  of  some  four  or  six 
thousand  men,  broke  through  its  feeble  resistance,  and  advanced  on  its 
way.  Villareal  at  the  same  time  threatened  Vittoria,  and  Cordova  was 
compelled  to  return  thither  from  Pampeluna.  The  object  of  Garcia's 
movement  being  thus  attained,  he  appears  to  have  fallen  back  on  bis  old 
positions,  and  to  have  left  in  the  possession  of  the  Queen’s  troops  their 
original  line  of  Valcarlos.  At  this  time  General  Espeleta  is  made  Vice¬ 
roy  of  Navarre,  and,  arriving  at  Pampeluna,  placed  the  chief  portion  of 
the  forces  of  the  Province  under  Bernelle. 

Gomez  is  said  to  have  received  some  inconsiderable  check  in  his  advance 
on  the  Asturias,  while  letters  from  Vittoria  state  that  the  Carlist  chiefs, 
Villalobos  and  Arroyo,  had  entered  Palencia.  Towards  the  south,  the 
Valencia  Carlists  under  Cabrera,  II  Serrador,  and  other  leaders  of  the 
same  sanguinary  character,  were  running  a  career  of, victory  and  unchecked 
atrocity.  The  relations  of  one  of  them.  Friar  Esperanza,  were  arrested, 
in  order  to  be  treated  as  hostages  for  his  restraint;  but  such  policy  is 
wholly  unavailing  in  Spain,  and  only  stimulates  cruelties  on  both  the  one 
side  and  the  other.  Operations  against  these  Valencian  Carlists  have 
been  committed  to  new  hands,  in  the  person  of  General  Montes. 

From  St  Sebastian  there  is  little  new  in  the  way  of  warlike  proceeding, 
with  the  exception  of  a  trifling  attack  made  upon  the  right  or  Spanish 
quarter  of  Gen.  Evans’s  lines.  This  wns  effected  by  the  Carlists  taking 
possession  during  the  night  of  some  houses  connected  with  the  position, 
and  in  advance  of  it,  which,  except  at  day- lime,  have  been  always  left  un* 
occupied.  When  its  usual  tenants  approached  it  in  the  morning,  they 
were  saluted  from  its  walls  and  windows  with  a  shower  of  bullets.  But 
little  barm  was  done,  however,  by  this  leaden  hail,  and  the  Carlists  wera 
driven  back  to  their  own  lines,  after  an  effort  at  defence  which  cost  them 
several  men.  In  their  retreat,  one  of  their  field  ofRaers,  supposed  to 
have  been  the  commander  Ituriza,  distinguished  himself  b]Khis  extrava¬ 
gant  gesticulations — he  was  supposed  to  be  inebriated,  **  his  custom 
always  of  an  afternoon  ;**  but  his  gasconade  was  soon  terminated  upon 
his  horse  be^g  shot  under  him. 

An  order  of  the  day  has  been  issued  from  some  quarter  at  St  Sebastian, 
which  purports  to  be  from  General  Evans,  and  which  has  naturally  drawn 
forth  some  severe  comments  in  Parliament.  The  object  of  this  militarj 
proclamation  is  ostensibly  to  counteract  a  spirit  of  desertion,  which,  as  it 
implies,  prevails  to  a  considerable  extent  in  the  legion.  It  forbids  all 
intercourse  between  the  outposts  of  the  two  armies,  and  orders  that  tha 
most  active  hostilities  should  preclude  any  further  indulgence  In  those 
friendly  collo<|uies,  in  which  the  sentries  and  videttes  on  both  sides 
have  latterly  indulged,  and  it  further  contains  the  following  pregnant 
paragraph - 

The  Commander-in-Chief  deems  it  expedient  to  remind  the  troops,  that  as 
the  Legion  is  now  acting  in  concert  with  the  English  Royal  Marines,  all  British 
subjects  who  shall  be  ftmnd  with  arms  in  hand,  akliitf  or  assisti^  the  iesur* 
gents,  will  be  considered  as  rebels  to  His  Majesty  the  King  of  Emalaiid,  aad 
liable  to  the  penalty  of  death,  which  they  shall  undergo  ogreeaniy  to  the  Enj^ish 
laws,  in  the  event  of  their  being  made  prisoners.** 

It  has  been  said  that  this  entire  document  Is  spurious,  and  we  can 
scarcely  suspend  our  opinion  in  coming  to  the  same  conclusion.  It  is 
manifestly  as  cruel  as  it  is  illegal^t  stigmatises  the  fidelity  of  the 
legion,  and  it  recommends  that  course  of  sanguinary  severity  in  out¬ 
post  duty,  whi^h  is  scarcely  considered  compatible  with  the  warfare  of 
civilised  slates,  and  which  was,  in  fact,  condemned  at  the  commencement 
of  the  British  operations  as  a  Carlist  barbarity.  There  is  in  iu  eon* 
tenu  at  once  a  want  of  taste,  of  sense,  and  of  heart,  which  are  utterly 
beneath  all  that  Colonel  Evans  was  in  England,  or  General  Evans  has 
shown  himself  in  Spain.  Moreover,  it  appears  to  have  been  issued  in 
Spanish,  and  not  to  have  been  signed  by  the  A4jutant- General,  whose 
name  always  has  appeared  to  the  orders  of  General  Evans.  It  must 
surely  be  a  frbricatioo. 

We  dismiss  thu  affair,  for  the  present,  to  turn  to  other  documents  from 
the  hand  of  a  British  officer,  which  as  well  become  that  clmracter  as  the 
former  would  tend  to  its  disgrace.  These  are  letters  which  passed  be¬ 
tween  Commodore  Henry,  of  the  leabel  //  steamer,  and  a  Secrete  to  the 
Spanikh  Minister  of  Marine,  in  which  the  mean  insoience  of  otRc*  will 
be  found  strongly  contrasted  with  an  unaffected  spirit,  msolinese,  and 
good  sense,  which  so  appropriately  ebaraeterise  an  officer  of  British 
seamen.  Half  a  year’s  pay  being  due  to  the  officers  and  crew  of  tha 
leabeit  the  hardship  of  wboM  duty  may  be  understood  from  the  simple 
fret  of  their  **  smiling  ground**  being  off  the  iron  eoest  of  the  North  of 
Spain  and  in  tha  Bay  of  Biscay,  it  is  not  unnatural  that  tlia  Cenmo- 
dore  should  ba  anxious  to  secure  to  bis  poor  fellows  so  long  an  arraar,

While  these  matters  are  en  trains  Paris  and  the  Parisian  press  are  in  a 
fUte  of  vivacity,  if  we  may  be  allowed  to  use  the  expression,  at  an  inci¬ 
dent  worthy  of  the  gossiping  and  intriguing  days  of  court  confessors, 
royal  mistresses,  and  female  epistolary  chroniclers.  I'he  Archbishop  of 
p^ris,  who  was  a  firm  adherent  of  Charles  Dix,  and  whose  palace  was  sacri¬ 
ficed  to  the  anger  of  the  revolution  of  1830,  and  who,  having  then  fled  from 
his  diocese,  has  since  been  allowed  quietly  to  resume  his  rights  and  func¬ 
tions,  having  been  called  on  to  have  a  Te  Deum  sung  for  the  late  escape 
of  Louis  Philippe,  issued  the  following  letter  to  his  clergy.  He  avoids, 
with  true  ecclesiastical  finesse,  to  recognize  the  title  of  the  King,  or, 
consequently,  to  stigmatize  the  crime  of  Alibaud  as  regicide  :  — 

**  A  aew  assassination,**  says  M.  Hy^inthe  de  Qiielen,  has  just  struck 
terror  into  religion  and  society.  There  is  not  a  Christian,  a  Fren^man,  or  a 
man  of  honour,  who  does  not  view  with  profound  sorrow  these  terrible  effects 
of  crime,  and  who  does  not  reject  with  horror  the  dreadful  doctrines  from 
whence  they  have  sprung. 

«  la  conformity  with  letters  of  the  27th  (by  which  the  King  ordered  the 
celebration  of  this  service),  there  shall  be  sung  in  our  metropolitan  church,  as 
well  as  the  other  churches  of  our  diocese,  a  solemn  Te  Deunij  for  the  protec¬ 
tion  with  which  the  hand  of  the  Almighty  covered  France,  in  preserving  to 
dk  Prince  who  governs  us  in  the  midst  of  so  much  danger,  days  which  he  is 
desirous  of  em^oying  in  maintaining  in  our  country  that  respect  for  religion 
which  is  the  source  of  all  true  order,  the  base  of  all  good  legiMlation,  the  sure 
piarantee  of  all  peace,  and  the  solid  foundation  of  all  felicity.** 

It  is  said  that  the  prelate  has  asked  and  received  a  price  for  the  issu¬ 
ing  of  this  manifesto,  and  that  his  palace  is  to  be  rebuilt,  and  the  church  of 
St  Germain  TAuxerrois  is  to  be  restored,  as  a  reward  for  a  composition 
which  can  be  considered  as  little  better  than  an  insult  upon  the  King  of 
the  French.  This,  however,  can  scarcely  be  true,  as  it  is  said  that  the 
Court  is  highly  indignant  at  the  conduct  of  the  Archbishop,  while  the 
Cabinet  has  determined,  in  a  council  held  on  the  3d,  to  express  to  the 
.Archbishop  their  discontent  at  his  letter,  and  to  write  to  the  Court  of 
Rome  on  the  subject.  A  little  affair  of  this  kind  will  be  refreshing  to 
the  Vatican,  and  remind  it  of  the  good  old, times.  What  roanceuvring 
may  not  be  expected  at  the  Sede$  ApostoHa^  either  to  cajole  Louis  Phi¬ 
lippe  or  to  bring  Monscigneur  Hyacinthe  Quelen  on  his  knees.  His 
Holiness  owes  the  occupiers  of  Ancona  a  good  turn. 

It  appears  from  the  other  accounts  from  Paris,  that  the  Peers  have 
adopted  the  various  Budgets  of  the  Ministers  of  Public  Instruction.

What  the  answer  to  this  communication  has  been  has  not  yet  tran¬ 
spired  ^  but  we  should  hope  it  will  not  be  withheld  frOm  the  public  eye. 

la  tha  last  paaket  from  France  we  find  the  Quotidienne  asserts,  in  the 
most  positive  manner,  that  Cordova,  upon  his  return  to  Vlttoria,  from 
Madrid  opened  a  negociation  with  Villareal  in  person,  for  terminating 
the  civil  war  upon  the  following  conditions: — 1.  Marriage  of  the  Prince 
of  Asturias  with  the  young  Queen  Isabella. — 2.  Maintenance  of  the 
Esiatuto  Ileal  with  modifications — 3.  A  Council  of  Regency. — 4.  De¬ 
parture  of  Carlos  and  Christina  from  Spain,  with  pensions. — 5.  An  am¬ 
nesty.— These  terms  Don  Carlos  rejects,  objecting  especially  to  the  2nd 
and  4ih.  At  Madrid  the  rumour  of  this  attempt  at  negrociation  is  de¬ 
nied-— naturally  enough,  if  it  should  have  been  undertaken  and  have 
failed. 

From  Portugal  there  has  been  no  news  of  any  consequence.  The 
oountry  baa  been  occupied  in  preparing  for  the  approaching  election. 
The  sales  of  the  national  properly  continue.  Feelings  of  illiberality 
towards  the  interests  of  British  commerce  continue  to  te  manifested  by 
the  liinuter  of  Commerce.  The  Prince  has  postponed  his  intended 
journey  to  Oporto,  in  consequence  of  remonstrances  from  the  Ministry, 
who  filer  that  his  presence  there,  at  this  mqment.  would  prejudice  the 
Court  Intereet  in  tbe  elections.  Au  reste,  the  palace  of  the  young  Queen 
appears  to  be  as  busy  as  a  beehive  with  intrigue  end  bagatelle. — Under 
tbe  latter  heed  come  prominently  speculations  and  anticipations,  which 
have  all  dissolved  themselves  into  thin  air  and  disappointment,  that  her 
Majesty  was  in  a  certain  imirresiing^  condition. 

The  Braxilian  papers,  by  tbe  last  mail  from  Rio  de  Janeiro,  have 
brought  the  speech  delivered  by  tbe  Regent,  in  the  Emperor’s  name,  on 
the  opening  of  the  third  session  of  the  third  Congress  of  the  General 
I.egisfitive  Assembly  on  the  third  of  May.  This  document,  however, 
dota  not  contain  much  that  would  be  considered  interesting  by  European 
mders. 

In  Vienna  the  cholera — in  Adrianople  the  plegue  ragea.  The 
phlegm  of  tbe  German  is  said  to  rival  tbe  philosophy  of  the  Turk  under 
the  visitation. 

The  Comrrisr  Framqais  conialnt  tbe  following: — **  Newt  has  arrived 
by  way  of  Odessa  firora  Tagenrock,  throwing  some  light  on  the  suu  of 
aflkirs  in  thff  Caucasus,  a  subject  upon  whieh  the  Emperor  Nicholas 
does  not  allow  anything  to  be  published,  and  which  explains  the  orders 
previously  tent  to  despateh  fbr  Kertseh  and  the  Sea  of  Asof  a  good  num¬ 
ber  of  light  vessels  fit  for  the  service  of  the  coast.  It  appears  that  the 
roost  considerable  of  tbe  trilies  of  the  Cauoasus  have  attain  formed  a  eon- 
fkderatlon  of  war,  and  that  they  have  profited  by  thmr  previous  advan¬ 
tages  with  a  skllMnest  of  tactics  and  of  rambinatlon  such  as  they  were 
not  supposed  capable  of  employing.  It  cannot  be  estimated  with  pre¬ 


combines  more  than  any  other,  a  life  of  solitude  with  a  life  of  emer¬

Anecdote  or  Lord  Eldon.— During  the  summer  of  1815,  Lord

duties  of  his  ofll^,  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Regent,  requesting  permission 
to  resign  bis  wik^lt^ment.  In  reply,  the  prince  besought  him  to  lay 
aside  any  such  inlM^RD  i  and  added,  among  other  fiattering  expressions, 
that  **  he  was  the  G^^man  in  the  cabinet  upon  whom  he  (tbe  r^ent) 
could  repose  with  ccNm^ace.*’ — Lord  Eldon  complied  with  tbe  royal 
wish ;  and  some  time  afferwards.  while  dining  with  Lord  Liverpool, 
having  drunk  at  least  a  bottle  of  port  wine,  be  pulled  out  the  letter  in 
question,  and  put  it  into  tlie  hands  of  the  first  lord  of  tbe  treasury  for 
his  perusal.  'J!l|it  minister,  not  a  little  wounded,  as  well  as  irritated, 
at  the  exclusixRi^nora]  preference  manifested  towards  the  chaucellor, 
hurried  away  next  morning  to  Carlton  House,  and  tendered  his  resigna¬ 
tion.  Surprised  at  so  unexpected  an  event,  his  royal  highness  requested 
to  be  informed  of  the  motives  that  gave  rise  to  it.  Lord  Liverpool 
replied  by  stating  the  nature  of  tbe  written  communication  which  Lord 
Eldon  bad  shewn  him  under  the  prince’s  hand  ;  adding,  that  *'  if  con¬ 
fidence  could  be  no  longer  reposed  in  him,  it  became  him  to  retire  from 
office.”— The  regent  experienced,  however,  very  little  difficulty  in  calm- 
ing  this  ebullition  of  ministerial  resentment;  and  over  another  bottle  he 
effected  a  pacification. — fVraxalTs  Memoirs,  [Lord  Eldon  bad  most 
exactly  exemplified  tha  confidence  to  be  placed  in  him  in  the  breach  of 
of  confidence].

[?  In  this  sweeping,  arel,  we  may  no  doubt  add,  starUiog  asaeriioni 
ire  know  not  of  iu  having  beM  previously  made,  we  do  not  imi 
^diauly  refer  to  any  idioeyneratic  babiu  of  the  Scotch,  or  Irish,  but 
toelede.nwre  the  English,  who  affect  excessive  supmority  of 

over  every  other  race  of  men.  No  one  boasts  of  this  quality 
gooh  assurance  as  the  Englishman,  and  perhaps  with  the  exception 
nf  his  northern  fellow-subjects,  and  those  of  Ireland,  no  one  is  lesh 
borne  out  in  his  boast.  With  amazing  self-complacency  he  inveighf 
•ininst  the  dirty  habits  of  the  French,  and  the  Germans,  and  the  Italian^ 
^  more  especially  of  the  Russians;  but  he  will  no  doubt  assume  h 
look  of  wonder  and  incredulity  when  we  assure  him  that  bis  own  habits, 
10  fer  as  relates  to  the  body,  are  much  less  cleanly  than  those  of  either  of 
the  nations  just  mentioned^  even  of  the  last.  The  peculiar  cleanlinem 
of  the  English  lies  in  their  bouses ;  and  the  habit  of  it  has  been  acquired 
only  during  ibe  last  two  centuries.  But  theae  habits  were  never  ex» 
unded  to  the  person ;  and  if  we  except  the  higher  and  more  wealthy 
classes,  who  by  travel  have  learnt  the  comforts  and  advantages  of  frequent 
•nd  general  ablution  of  the  skin,  our  countrymen  seldom  apply  soap  and 
vater  to  any  of  those  ports  of  their  bodies  which  the  clothes  they  wear 
keep  out  of  sight.  It  has  been  said  that  **  an  Englishman  will  put  oh 
a  clean  shirt  upon  a  dirty  skin,  and  a  Frenchman  a  dirty  shirt  upon  a 
dean  skin.”  The  saying  It  Uue  aa  regards  the  Englishman,  though  wfc 
must  in  justice  deny  the  correctness  of  that  part  of  it  relating  to  the 
FreacfaiBan*t  shirt,  for  in  no  country  is  there  a  greater  profusion  of  linen 
than  in  Franee  anong  all  classes.  The  real  faeC  is,  that  the  Frenchman 
•ttends  les’^  to  externals — his  hands  or  perhaps  his  nails  may  be  a  little 
grimy,  but  his  whole  body  has  had  the  benefit  of  a  warm  bath,  and  per- 
hsps  of  a  wconnorfs,  and  is  therefore  sweet  and  wholesome.  The  English- 
man  on  the  other  band,  whilst  taking  a  most  fastidious  care  of  his  finger¬ 
nails,  and  miserable  if  the  least  speck  appears  upon  them,  with  face  and 
hands  is  white  as  Windsor  soap  can  make  them,  has  feet  perhaps  much 
more  grimy  than  the  Frenchman’s  bands,  whilst  the  rest  of  his  body  has 
Dot  come  in  contact  with  water  since  his  last  swim  in  the  muddy  Serpen- 
tiae,  where  exercise  was  the  pursuit  rather  than  a  positive  desire  to  undergo 
a  waahing.  The  state  of  hydrophobia  which  we  have  just  described,  is  not 
however  entirely  confined  to  the  middle  and  lower  classes  in  England,  for 
we  sometimes  find  insunces  of  it  even  in  the  higher  circles,  m  every  opera- 
goer  can  testify.  We  recollect,  not  very  long  since,  seeing  at  a  halt  a 
military  officer  of  rank,  one  of  whose  short  silk  hose  had  accidentally 
slid  down  into  his  shoe,  exposing  his  naked  heel  to  the  gaze  of  many  ^ 
lustrous  eyes ;  and  we  are  bound  to  add  that  this  same  heel  bore  no 
efidence  of  having  come  in  contact  with  water  for  at  least  a  month. — 
Magazine  of^Dnmesttc  Economy,

'Hiey  describe  to  him  the 
tuuof  the  country  after  their  own  opinions;  he  naturally  listens  and 
believes.  Besides,  he  dines  and  lives  with  the  council.  They  flatter 
him;  they  telicva  him  from  the  difficulties  of  his  position  ;  and  if  any 
body  Mys  any  ill  of  him  while  he  ia  their  tool,  they  are  vehement  in  his 
defroce,  and  describe  the  offenders  as  disloyal  and  Impious.  Should, 
however,  a  governor  be  strong-minded  enough  to  resist  these  arts,  they  of 
the  council  quickly  relieve  themselves  of  his  dominion  through  the  influ¬ 
ence  of  the  Colonial  Office.

yards  his  master  stopped  him  to  change  the  pattern,  and  finding  this  could 
not  be  done  he  ordered  the  materials  to*  be  taken  home,  pretending  the 
workmanship  was  bad;  but  he  defied  him  to  prove  thia,  and,  considering  lie 
was  entitled  to  aaake  the  whole  hundred  yards,  he  refused  to  return  the  BMde- 
risU. — The  clerk  asked  if  he  meant  that  he  was  entitled  to  go  on  with  the 
work  whether  his  master  wanted  it  or  not  ?— The  journeyman  said  exactly  ao. 
The  magistrates  at  'Worship  street  bad  ao  decided^  and  he  waa  now  probeed- 
ing  to  weave  tlie  one  hundred  yards  under  that  decision. — Mr  Aldarman  Harmer 
said  tliat  it  was  a  pity  then  that  the  magistrates  did  not  decide  tliu  whole 
case,  and  order  payment  for  the  loss  of  time  from  the  day  the  master  ordered 
the  work  to  be  stopped  till  the  magistrates  directed  it  to  be  proceeded  nithj _ 


The  employer  said  this  was  not  the  fact.  He  applied  to  the  magistrate  to'^get 
hu  matenals  out  of  the  complainant  s  hands,  but  the  magistrate  said  lie  had 


hu  matenals  out  ot  tue  complainant  s  hands,  but  the  magistrate  said  lie  had 
not  power  to  interfere,  and  all  a  master  could  do  was  to  let  the  roan  finish  the 
work,  and  if  it  were  ill  done.

The  fact  in  thia  case  was,  that  after  the  man  had  made  ei^teen  yards,  it  was 
found  that  he  could  not  do  the  work  properly.  The  customer  would  not  have 


reason  to  abstain  from  completing  it,  would  be  bound  to  tlie  labourers  to  allow 
them  to  finish  it,  or  pay  them  equivalent  wages. — Mr  Alderman  Harmer  said 
the  question  of  compensation  for  loss  of  time  through  the  master  ordering  a 


man  to  bring  in  ins  i^terials,  aud  the  roan  refusing  to  do  that,  was  not  one 
which  he  could  entertain.  The  Arbitration  Act  enumerated  the  points  of  dis- 
putC)  which  were  to  be  adjusted  by  the  magistrate,  and  he  could  not  find  that 
lie  had  jurisdiction  in  this  case.  He  therefore  dismissed  the  complaint.— The 
complainant  said  he  had  no  right  to  give  up  the  work  when  his  master  asked 
for  it,  and  he  should  seek  redress  elsewhere.

1  only  incurred  a  debt  of  sixpence-halfpenny,  for  I  am  very  pei- 
tkular  In  keeping  my  account,  as  1  think  it  would  be  aishoneat  to  contract  a  largo 
debt.  I  merely  take  what  nature  craves  (a  laagh).— Alderman  Winchester  :  I 
thought  that  by  this  time  the  eating-hoo8e> keepers  were  pretty  well  acquainted 
with  yon.

Count  Alfred  de  Thevenot,  a  ci-devant  captain  of  cavalry 


Fatal  Duel — Ghert,  Jure  30. — A  duel  took  place  here  yesterday 
morning,  between  Count  Alfred  de  Thevenot,  a  ci-devant  captain  of  cavalry 
under  Napoleon,  and  Mr  Henry  Tyrwhitt,  a  young  and  highly  connected  Eng¬ 
lish  gentleman,  who  arrived  here  yesterday  from  Brussels.  The  Count  fell 
dead  at  the  first  discharge,  having,  nevertheless,  severely  wounded  his  anta- 
gouist.  A  beautiful  and  accomplisbed  Italian  lady,  well  known  in  London, 
was,  it  seems,  the  cause  of  this  catastrophe ;  feeling  alarmed  by  the  advances 
of  t^  Count,  she  claimed  the  protection  of  Mr  Tyrwhitt,  whom  she  had  for¬ 
merly  known,  and  who  happened  to  come  up  at  the  moment.  An  altercation 
imuradiately  ensued,  wbicn  led  to  the  fatal  result  above  mentioned. 

iRQUEtT— On  Monday  afternoon  an  inquest  was  held  at  St  George's  Hos¬ 
pital,  on  the  body  of  Joseph  William  Hoskins,  aged  27,  who  came  by  nis  death 
nndsir  the  following  circumstances  : — The  deceased  was  in  the  employ  of  her 
Royal  Highness  the  Duchess  of  Kent,  as  groom.
